Going Back 


To Hospital

Nick Fields is going back to the hospital, but this time it is only 
for just a few days according to his specialists. 
Nick will enter Riley’s Children Hospital in Indianapolis 
Thursday, Augusts, where he will undergo surgery on his throat 
to remove what is believed to be scar tissue left from the 
tracheotomy incision of a form er operation. 
Surgeons will also re-break his left wrist and reset it. Nick 
broke his wrist in the fall from the tree last October and doctors 
were unable to set it at that time because he was in a coma. 
The fifteen-year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Omer Fields, 1301 
North Willow, injured last Oct. 4, when he fell from a walnut tree 
while helping his fellow classm ates pick walnuts for the 
Fellowship of Christian Athletes project. 
He remained in a coma for several months and, according to 
Dr. Pat Connerly, they are not sure when lie woke up, however, 
they do know he is no longer comatose. 
Following the accident, Nick was taken to Methodist Hospital 
in Indianapolis where he remained in the Intensive Care Unit 
several weeks before being brought back to the local hospital 
and finally returned to his home. 
He was dismissed from Rush Memorial Hospital Feb. 13 and 
was taken to his home at 1301 North Willow Street. 
Nick’s parents believe he has put on all the weight he had lost 
since the accident and is weighing between 125-130 pounds. Nick 
says he also thinks he is taller. 


According to his brother, Mark, Nick is very aggressive and 
getting stronger each day. He also shows his emotions very well. 
Nick has started to laugh louder, and specialists at Riley 
Hospital have told the Fields family that it is just matter of time 
before he starts talking. They believe his vocal cords are getting 
stronger each day. 
Mrs. Fields says Nick can remember his past very well, 
however, he doesn't rem em ber the accident or the night before 
the accident. He also can t remember running cross country, 
however, he has his many ribbons he received and his RUHS 
letter sweater hanging in his room 
Nick says he does rem em ber play ing Little League and Babe 
Ruth baseball though. 
Nick is constantly gaining strength is his right side which is 
still not as strong as his left. 
The Fields family purchased a van recently so they could take 
Nick to the hospital and his doctor without calling for an am ­ 
bulance. However, the van is used everyday to take Nick for a 
ride In fact says Mark, he has just returned home from a few 
days vacation when he went to a lake rn Muncie where he laid 
out in the sun and went fishing. He also camped out two nights 
with his dad before coming home. 
Since two weeks ago, Nick is taking all his medication, food 
and liquids by mouth, instead of feeding tubes 
Nick's parents believe that Nick may be able to attend school

Time To Debate? 


WASHINGTON (U P I) — It has been 16 years since 
the first and only tim e presidential contenders debated 
each other on live television, and the League of Women 
Voters thinks th at is too long. 
League C hairm an Ruth Clusen announced Tuesday it 
is launching a nationw ide petition drive to convince the 
presidential nom inees to agree to debates this fall. 
The goal is 4 m illion signatures — m eaning each 
league m em ber would have to collect about 30. 
The league envisions three debates between Jim m y 
C arter and the Republican nom inee, and one betw een 
Sen. W alter M ondale and the GOP vice presidential 
candidate. 
Not since R ichard Nixon and John Kennedy debated 
during the 1960 cam paign have there been nationally 
televised confrontations between the nom inees of the 
two parties.

— Cinema 
owners shuddered and poised to 
count the empty seats when 
Italy's new law7 banning smok­ 
ing in just about every enclosed 
public place took effect in June. 
Now they’re all smiles. 
The 
feared 
exodus 
of 
moviegoing 
smokers 
hasn’t 
happened and the exceptions, 
like the man who walked out of 
a soft porn film after telling the 
manager 
“you can’t expect 
people to watch such films and 
not smoke,” have been few. 
Cleaners still find a 
few 
furtive cigarette butts under 
the seats or in empty candy 
packages. But cinema owners 
report no attendance drop and 
say the ban has met with 
overall approval. 
“Parents are pleased because 
they can bring their children to 
the movies without encouraging 
them to become involuntary 
smokers,” one manager said. 
“And the colors on the screen 
look more authentic.” 
Smoke-dulled 
screens only 
last about two years and cost 
around 
$40,000 
to 
replace. 
Cinema owners also are saving 
on repairs of burn-damaged 
seats and carpeting. 
On paper the antismoking law 
sounded tough. 
But it carried a big loophole 
of exceptions if prescribed air­ 
conditioning 
or 
circulation 
norms were met. And its limits, 
plus who must enforce it, were 
not clearly spelled out. 
Most of Italy's cinemas are 
not 
air-conditioned 
and

owners had visions of costly

Passed by parliament last 
November after several years 
of haggling, the law prohibits 
smoking in cinemas, theaters,

POW For 26 Years Still 
Considers Himself Patriotic 


NEW YORK (UPI) 
The 
last American to return home 
after being held prisoner during 
the Korean War said today that 
despite the fact he spent 26 
years 
in 
China, 
he 
still 
considers himself a patriotic 
American 


Jam es G. Veneris. 54, re ­ 
turned to the United States last 
Friday for the first time s’nce 
the war for a six-month visit 
with 
his 
ailing 
80-year-old 
m other, two sisters and old 
friends 
in 
Vandergrift, 
Pa , 
where he was born 
In an 
interview on the NBC “Today” 
show from Hawthorne, Calif, 
where his family lives, he said 
he has never forgotten 
his 
country, 


“I’m still an American," he 
said “I still have my American 
citizenship papers. 


“When I chose not to return 
to America, that did not mean I 
did not love the United States 
That’s nonsense.” 


He said he decided to stay in 
China to “represent the Ameri 
can people.” 
“ I love the Chinese people, 


and I knew they loved the 
American people. I wanted to 
build up a friendship between 
China and America I wanted to 
intertwine my neart with the 
Chinese people’s heart." 


Veneris rejected charges that 
by staying behind along with 23 
others when American prison 
ers w ere released by North 
Korea 
in 
1953 
he 
was 
a 
“turncoat.” 


“ How could I be a defector 
when the American government 
itself stipulated in the armistice 
agreement we had the right to 
go someplace else’’ They are 
the ones who signed it 
So I 
can’t 
understand 
why 
they 
didn t give me an honorable 
discharge What I think I did in 
Korea was patriotic.” 


Veneris 
left 
behind 
his 
Chinese wife and children in 
Tsinan, 250 miles southeast of 
Peking, to visit his native land, 
and said he would return to 
them and his life as a laborer 
in a paper mill after spending 
the rest of the Bicentennial 
year and Christmas in Ameri­ 
ca. His trip was paid for by the 
Chinese government.

Special Drugs-Special Problems 


Can you explain the dif­ 
ferences between the many 
psychological drugs that are on 
the market? — Miss D. L., Ind. 
Dear Miss L.: 
These are not “ psycho­ 
logical” drugs, although they do 
alter 
some 
psychological 
moods. They are known as 
•psycho-tropic” drugs and are 
of 
enormous 
value 
when 
carefully chosen by physicians 
for very specific purposes. 
Under the heading of psycho­ 
tropic drugs are those that are 
known as "mood elevators.” 
These are chosen for those 
people who are in periods of 
mild or serious depression. 
Other such drugs are used to 
relieve bouts of anxiety. These 
could 
be 
classed 
as 
"tranquilizing" drugs. 
Dozens of m anufacturers 
have their own brand names of 
a drug, 
even though 
the 
chemical composition may be 
i almost identical. 
Many people are under the 
impression that there are 
aulder or stronger forms of 
these drugs. In most instances, 
it is the amount or the number 
of grains in a drug, rather than 
its chemical composition, that 
determines its strength. 
Under psycho-tropic drugs 
must 
be 
included the am­ 
phetamines which act as a 
stim ulant 
to 
the 
nervous 
system 
These 
are 
now 
carefully 
controlled 
in 
manufacture and distribution 
by Federal health authorities. 
B a rb itu ra te s, 
codeine, 
morphine 
and 
heroin 
derivatives are all mind- 


altering, or psycho-tropic, 
drugs. 
All of these drugs have very 
specific purposes. They must 
not be traded from person to 
person by those whose en­ 
thusiasm is in no way related to 
their knowledge of the drug’s 
potential hazards.

What 
complications 
can 
happen to a young woman who 
developed gonorrhea? — Miss

Dear Miss E.: 
When recognized early and 
treated intensively, the com­ 
plications are greatly reduced. 
When the condition is not 
recognized 
or 
carelessly 
overlooked, infections of the 
Fallopian tubes 
(salpingitis) 
may produce adhesions and 
cause total sterility. 
Infections of the vagina can 
ascend through the cervix and 
into the uterus (womb) and 
produce the most severe degree 
of trouble. 
Gonorrheal infection can 
spread through the entire lower 
abdominal cavity (pelvis) and 
cause peritonitis and further 
adhesions that may encircle the 
large and small intestines. 
As I have 
said 
before, 
gonorrhea 
now 
exists 
in 
epidemic 
form. 
Sexual 
liberation and promiscuity are 
the major causes of the present 
mass epidemic. Education is 
the “ vaccine" against this 
enormous problem.

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Science Today 
Main Mars Interest

PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) - The Viking 
M ars expedition is the m ain item of interest 
at the nation’s planetary control center but 
one sm all team of scientists is planning a 
return trip to the moon — with instrum ents 
instead of men. 
The United States h asn ’t had a moon flight 
since Apollo 17 astronauts Eugene Cernan 
and Harrison "Jac k " Schmidt left there in 
1972. 
The Apollo project solved many of the 
m oon’s m ysteries but there are still a lot of 
unansw ered questions. 
The 
Jet 
Propulsion 
Laboratory 
i s 
proposing that a low-cost satellite and a 
sm aller 
subsatellite 
be 
launched 
by 
a 
relatively sm all Delta rocket in 1980 to 
sw-ing into an orbit that would pass over the 
m oon’s poles for the first time. 
Such an orbit would allow the spacecraft 
to exam ine nearly all of the lunar surface 
for a year The craft would circle the moon 
in a 60-mile altitude to m easure the varying 
lunar gravity, record its magnetism and 
determ ine the chem ical composition of the 
lunar surface in 
m ore detail than now 
known 
"By surveying the moon from pole to pole 
on both near and far sides, the mission 
would expand knowledge obtained from the 
sm all areas visited by previous U. S. and 
Soviet missions to the whole of the m oon," 
JP C said. 
JP L also is I' 'king farther into the future 
as far as the moon is concerned. One of the 


ideas 
under consideration 
by 
a special 
"think ta n k ” study group at the space 
center is an automated lunar station that 
would land on the moon’s south pole in the 
early 1980s. It would attem pt to find and 
extract w ater and oxygen from lunar rocks 
for possible future manned use. 
The polar orbiter flight, how ever, is a lot 
closer to reality. The m ission is not yet 
financed by the federal space agency, but it 
is hoped the first funds will be included in 
the next budget. 
NASA 
recently 
selected 
a 
team 
of 
scientists to develop experim ents for the 
flight 
Here 
are 
some of the 
questions 
the 
mission would be designed to answ er: 
— Did the E arth and moon form from a 
common reservoir of original solar system 
m aterial? 
— Does the moon have an iron-rich core 
like the E arth ? If so, when did it form, and 
if not, w hat cause*?the m agnetism found in 
lunar rocks? A dynamo effect caused by a 
molten core would explain the phenomenon. 
— What was the nature of the intense 
meteoroid bom bardm ent which scarred the 
surface of the moon early in its history? 


— Have the cold, perm anently shadowed 
polar regions of the moon trapped water 
which m ight be useful as a resource for a 
lunar base? 


"E ven partial answers to these questions 
would tell us much about the early history of 
the 
E arth , 
M ars 
and 
other 
terrestrial 
planets and the solar system .” JPL said

Through such seem ingly innocent gestures 
and sym bols as a palm tree, a telegram , 
and a parade, Ford m anaged to touch off a 
political 
furor, 
hurting 
a 
gubernatorial 
candidate the president was trying to help 
Ford was pretty m uch a nonentity in 
P uerto Rican politics until last June, when 
he visited the island territory as host tor a 
sum m it 
conference 
with 
the 
heads 
of 
B ritain, 
France, 
Italy, 
West 
G erm any, 
C anada and Japana 


The president stum bled into the thick of a 
heated election cam paign 
between 
Gov 
R afael Hernandez Colon, leader of the pro- 
com m onw ealth Popular Democratic party, 
and the m ayor ot San Juan, Carlos Romero 
B arcelo, leader of the pro statehood New 
Progressive* party 


E very action of Ford in Puerto Rico was 
rigorously exam ined to see how much he 
favored Romero and the Progressive party, 
which is traditionally affiliated with the 
R epublican party on the m ainland 
P uerto Rican islanders cannot vote in 
presidential 
elections 
but 
they 
s e n d 
delegates 
to 
both 
the 
Republican 
and 
D em ocratic national conventions. This year 
the eight island Republican delegates are 
solidly iii the Ford cam p 
P rior 
to and during 
the seven nation 
sum m it conference iii Puerto Rico, F ord’s 
advance men openly showed favoritism to 
the 
m ayor 
and 
t h e 
prostatehooders. 
Mena nile/ Colon was snubbed by not being 
inform ed 
of 
the 
sum m it 
conference 
in 
advance of its public announcem ent, and the 
governor had a showdown with the White 
House 
over 
playing 
the 
Puerto 
Rican 
anthem 
and flying the 
island's flag 
at 
reception cerem onies for the visiting heads 
of state 
Tile White House at first prohibited the 
banner and the anthem 
a move apparently 
designed to favor the statehood forces 
but 
it backed down and said it had made a 
m istake after Hernandez Colon ordered the 


National G uard to play P uerto Rico’s hymn 
and raise the island’s lonestar flag anyway. 


The governor’s supporters protested when 
the White House stam ped Puerto Rican 
press credentials with the im age of a palm 
tree, 
the 
symbol 
of 
R om ero’s 
New 
Progressive party and the statehood forces. 


Despite the troublesome i n c i d e n t s , 
Hernandez Colon and Ford seem ed to depart 
as friends a fter the summit w as over 


Yet the feud raged on, this tim e on July 
4th 
Ford 
rnt a congratulatory telegram to 
the m ayor of San Juan and a delegate, 
U ndersecretary of the Interior Kent Frizzell, 
to the m ay o r’s municipal July 4th parade, 
but the president ignored the governor’s 
rival July 4th parade 


With this the bubble burst 
Hernandez 
Colon’s political 
lieutenants 
took up tile cue of anticolonialism . It proved 
to be just the Tonic; the governor’s lackluster 
reelection cam paign needed 


The vice president ot Puerto R ico’s house 
of re p re se n ta tiv e s, Severe 
C o I b e r g , 
threatened to take a protest to the United 
Nations 
against 
what 
he 
called 
F o rd s 
"attitude of persistent contem pt” tow ard the 
islapd. 


Sen Justo Mendez, an independent who 
once favored statehood, threw his support to 
the governor in a rousing speech in the 
small town of Barraqnuitas had blasted 
Washington in general and P resident Ford 
in particular for "lacking the m inim um of 
courtesy and respect for our governm ent". 
He denounced the Republicans as "political 
pirates" and "colonialists” . 


The m an who has come out ahead so far 
in the furor is Hernandez Colon 
Political polls last spring showed him 
trailing Rom ero slightly, but in the July ll

Democratic party accounted for 53.6 per

Still, he says he contracted to 
reach San Francisco or he doesn’t get his 
$2,000 
He 
says 
he 
will 
m ake 
it 
by 
Halloween. 


A 
stran g e 
apparition 
of 
man 
with 
backpack, pushing a sw eeper doesn’t seem 
to scare too many people, he said, and 
people stop to offer rides daily. 


"I get anyw here from four to 12 offers a 
day,” he said. "Some of them get almost 
angry when I don’t accept ” 


And, natu rally , his biggest problem has 
been his feet. “ They hurt 
F o r a while my 
feet were like ham burger I think I’m on my 
fourth lay er of dead skin now .” 
Erickson said most people he has m et 
were willing to listen to him , “ to play along 
with the g a m e .”

The Real McCoy 


AUSTIN, Tex. (U PI) — On Aug 
I, 1966 
two police officers leaped through a doorway 
onto the observation deck of the University 
of Texas Tower to confront sniper Charles 
W hitman 
P atrolm an 
Ram iro 
M artinez 
fired 
six 
shots from his service revolver at W hitman 
and Patrolm an Houston McCoy fired his 
shotgun 
twice 
M artinez 
grabbed 
the 
shotgun and fired once m ore. Whitman, the 
slayer of 16 persons, w as dead. 
M artinez was given credit for actually 
killing Whitman He w as decorated for his 
action and later becam e a Texas Ranger. 
But McCoy, who also has left the police 
force, said Monday his shots killed W hitman 
and the city’s tonner police chief agreed 
“ I ’ll assure you I never attem pted to take 
any credit away from McCoy They’re both 
brave m en," said Robert A 
Miles, now a 
special assistant to the city m anager 
"B ut when it cam e right down to it, it was 
Houston McCoy who killed him Houston got 
the short end of the stick on publicity, if 


anyone w ants to take c red it for killing 
somebody.” 
Miles 
said 
McCoy 
actu ally 
brought 
Whitman dow n with a shotgun blast but that 
an Austin new spaper picked M artinez as the 
hero. 
"The new spaper sort of took over, they 
didn t ask anybody,” Miles said "They gave 
all the credit to Ramiro M artinez." 
McCoy, who now works with Boy Scouts in 
West Texas, said his shots kept Whitman 
from killing M artinez 
"All I can say is if he had been up there 
by himself, h e ’d be dead right now," McCoy 
told a D allas newspaper M onday. 
"I didn t go hollering I got him . I got him ’ 
and try to get a lot of glory To me it was 
just a m atter of police work ” 
McCoy said police officials asked him to 
keep quiet and let Martinez tak e the glory 
for the W hitm an shooting because Martinez 
was a M exican-Am erican and the force 
needed

R ich ard 
L. 
Roudebush said, “ I am greatly 
concerned that large numbers 
of World War II veterans have 
not yet heeded our warnings 
about the heavy premium in 
creases they must pay unless 
they convert their policies.” 
F o r 
exam ple, 
Roudebush 
pointed out that a World War II 
“ V” policyholder pays $ 12.70 a 


month at age 50 for a $10,(HK) 
NSLI term insurance policy. At 
age 60 that monthly premium 
jumps to $26 a month and at age 
65 it has increased to $29.70 
monthly. At age 70 it would 
jump to a whopping $61 BO per 
month. 
A veteran who lived to age 90 
would be paying $554 a month 
for his $10,(MIO term policy. 
Roudebush explained that GI 
term insurance policies were 
designed to be used only for a 
few years, affording veterans a 
m ax im u m 
of protection 
at 


m in im u m 
cost 
during 
the 
r e a d ju s tm e n t 
period 
a f te r 
separation 
from service 
and 
while raising a family. 
By converting his term in­ 
surance to one of the VA’s

permanent 
plans, 
Roudebush 
pointed out, the veteran pays 
premiums which, while slightly 
higher initially, do not increase 
as the years go by. 
Roudebush cited the Modified 
Life-70 plan as an example. It is 
available to veterans having 
policies with numbers prefixed 
by the letters V II, W, RH, J, JR 
or JS. 
In the case of a National 
Service 
Life 
In su ra n ce 
policyholder with a World War 
II “V” series policy, conversion 
to a $10,000 Modified Life-70 plan 
at age 50 would result in a 
premium 
of $17.70 a month 
throughout

lifetime. 
If the s a m e policyholder 
waited until his 60th birthday to 
convert, the monthly premium 
would be $26.40. At age 65 the 
converted premium would be

If you’re a Bob Hope fan you 
should enjoy this album despite 
its shortcomings.

Air Force Pays Cash For Inventions 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (UPI) 
The 
Air 
Force says 
its 
worldwide 
suggestion 
box, 
which awards cash for money- 
saving 
ideas 
and 
inventions 
both from military and civilian 
workers, resulted in stream lin­ 
ing worth 
SKH) million during 
fiscal 1975 alone. 
Shirley Lionberger, a civilian 
who 
heads 
the 
suggestions 
program headquartered at the 
Military Personnel Center of 
Randolph AFB, said in the last 
fiscal year. 26,000 persons from 
Air Force bases throughout the 
world were awarded money for 
their 
ideas 
ranging 
from 
streamlining tho flow' of paper 
through 
offices 
to 
improve­ 
ments in aircraft maintenance. 


The 
suggestions 
program, 
which also operates in the other 
branches of the military , allots 
a person a percentage of the 
money proved to be saved by 
his or her idea, Mrs. Lionberg­ 
er said The ratio is IO per cent 
of the first-year savings up to 
$1,000, then the percentage is 
scaled down in increments as 
tin' savings go up. 


"The suggestions just run the 
gamut 
You nam e it," Mrs. 
Lionberger said 
She said the biggest award on 
record was $10,000 in cash that 
went to a to n n er officer who 
developed improved electronic 
countermeasures which led to 
more safety for pilots during 


air strikes over heavily defend­ 
ed positions in Southeast Asia 
Although the cash award is 
based only on the first year of 
proven savings, Mrs. Lionberg­ 
er 
said 
most 
of 
the 
ideas 
incorporated into the Air Force 
result in sa v in g s y ear a fte r 
year. 
"It 
could 
be 
said 
most 
suggestions continue on past 
the first year benefits,” she 
said. "They’re not a one-time 
savings.” 
The 
Air 
Force 
took 
over 
administration of its sugges­ 
tions program from the Civil 
Service two years ago. Until 
1965, only civilian workers were 
allowed to receive cash benefits 
for their suggestions while all 


the military personnel got for 
any brilliant idea was “token 
recognition — certificates, that 
kind of thing,” Mrs. Lionberger 
said. 
The suggestions concept origi­ 
nated during World 
War 
II 
when the Civil .Service Commis­ 
sion began the Federal Awards 
Program. 
"It was to be an incentive for 
people to come up w ith ideas on 
how 
to 
improve 
any 
work 
process 
they 
are 
connected 
with,” she said. 
Despite 
the 
huge 
savings 
reported by the military ser­ 
vices 
with 
their 
smoothly 
operated suggestion programs, 
private industries have been 
reluctant 
to 
adopt 
identical 


large-scale suggestion p ro ­ 
gram s because of the amount 
of administration involved. 


The Air Force has "moni­ 
tors” stationed at every base to 
receive and screen the suggi^ 
tions. Mrs. Lionberger is the 
only 
monitor 
at 
Randolph, 
although she requires secretari­ 
al help to keep up with the 
burgeoning stack of ideas. 


Navy Capt. Marie Kelleher 
(Ret.), now vice president for 
personnel of the United Ser­ 
vices Automobile Association, 
said such a formalized program 
is 
"an 
administrative night­ 
m a re ” and her firm, one of the 
largest 
industries 
in 
San 


Antonio which writes insurance 
for military personnel through­ 
out the world, has decided to 
forego it. 


"As a retired Navy gal who 
sat on a beneficial suggestions 
review panel for three years. A 
lot of times it’s the prose rather 
than the product that counts,” 
she said. "If handled properly, 
it is very worthwhile, but it 
takes an awful lot of adminis­ 
trative effort to administer it 
fairly.” 


Instead of a formal sugges­ 
tions program, her firm re ­ 
wards thrifty ideas along with 
exceptional 
performance 
through a bonus plan
